I  refpe£f  your  Mifcellany  toohighlytowilh 
it  to  be  made  the  vehicle  of  any  ordinary 
Feftival;  but,  when  the  important  obje<R of 
the  Royal  Jenm  rian  Socieiy  for  the  Exter¬ 
mination  of  the  Small  Fox  is  contemplated, 
and  tbit  millions  of  millions  of  lives  de¬ 
pend  upon  its  fuccefs,  no  apology  is  requi¬ 
site  for  my  requeuing  to  record,  in  your  va¬ 
luable  pages,  the  firft  Feilival  of  this  So¬ 
ciety,  which  was  held  on  the  17th  inftant, 
to  commemorate  the  birth-day  of  Dr.  Ed¬ 
ward  Jenuer. 

At  Rye  o’c’ock  about  300  noblemen  and 
gentlemen  allembled  at  the  Crown  and 
Anchor  Tavern  in  the  Strand,  to  partake 
of  an  elegant  dinner,  unJer  the  direction 
©f  the  following  Rewards  :

“  The  Prince  of  Wales  has  commanded 
me  to  allure  your  Lot'dfhip  of  the  great 
pleafure  and  fatisfadlion  he  fhoukl  per- 
fonaily  feel  in  taking  the  chair  at  the  J«nne* 
rian  Society,  weie  it  not  that  it  had  been 
adjudged  contrary  to  etiquette  in  his 
Royal  Highnefs’s  Ration  to  do  fo ;  that  he 
had  been  obliged  to  decline  the  application 
of  feveral  great  and  National  Inftitutions  on 
fimilar  occafions. 

“  The  Prince  additionally  regrets  the 
ftridfnefs  of  this  etiquette,  becatffe,  in  the 
enthufiaftic  admiration  he  feels  for  fo  va¬ 
luable  a  difcovery,  hi?

This  was  received  with  long  and  reitera¬ 
ted  plaudits ;  and  encouraged  by  an  appro¬ 
priate  fpeech  hom  the  chairman,  who  ob- 
ferved,  that  the  Society  was  founded  in  an 
aufpicious  moment,  when  we  were  upon 
the  eve  of  war,  which  would  be  more  than 
compenfated  by  the  number  of  lives  faved 
to  the  community  by  the  extenfion  of  the 
Cow  Pock ;  which  he  aptly  illullrsted,  by 
comparing  its  fuccefs  to  the  nature  of  a 
finking  fund  of  nfeful  fubjsdls  faved  to  the 
nation  :  this  produced  the  popular  fong  of, 

“  Rule,  Britannia.” 

6.  u  The  Army  of  Great  Britain”  was 
received  with  great  ardour,  and  followed  by

This  toaft  was  received  with  an  impref- 
five  enthufiafm  we  never  before  witttefied. 
After  the  room  was  ready  to  burft  with  re¬ 
echoing  of  repeated  plaudits,  Dr.  Jenner 
attempted  tofpeak;  but  Lord  Gwydir  re¬ 
peating  the  toaft,  which  Lord  Egremont 
had  previoufly  given,  the  loud  eft  acclama¬ 
tions  enfued,  and  reverberated  from  every 
part  of  the  mom,  for  a  cmffiderable  period 
before  Dr.  Jenner  could  he  heard  ;  when 
he  medeftly  expreffed  his  grateful  feelings

for  the  honour  and  approbation  he  had 
experienced,  from  the  Sovereign  on  the 
throne,  to  his  fobjefls  in  every  department 
of  the  empire.  Overcome  and  oppreft  a3 
he  appeared  to  be  with  the  unanimous 
and  diftinguilhed  approbation  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  he  confeffed  that  he  had  not  words 
to  expref-  the  gratitude  of  his  heart,  or  the 
extent  of  happinefs  they  had  conferred;  an 
equal,  and  if  poffible  a  fuperior  degree  of 
which,  he  wifhed  might  fill  the  bofom  of 
every  individual  prefent,  and  of  every 
friend  of  humanity  throughout  the  Uni- 
verfe.  After  repeated  and  loud  apphufes 
had  fucceeded  this  addrefs,  T.  F.  Dibdin, 
efq.  late  of  St.  John’s  College,  Oxford,  de¬ 
livered  the  following  fpeech  : 

“  Mr.  Chairman, 

“We  are  met  to  celebrate,  on  this  day, 
the  triumph  of  Vaccination,  the  birth  of  its 
Founder.  Let  foy  and  Benevolence  reign 
unbounded  in  our  bofoms  1 

“  Gentlemen,  it  is  needlefs  to  deferibe 
to  you,  in  glowing  colours,  the  ravages  of 
that  horrid  dife3fe,  which  has  deprived 
many  of  us  of  parents,  relations,  or  friends. 
— You  yourfelves  have  witnefted  its  pro- 
grefs — have  witnefted  the  difafters  w'htch 
feidom  fail  to  attend  it.— -Let  us  exult  in 
the  confoling  reflection,  that  its  terrors  are 
fhortly  to  ceafe.  To  Dr.  fenner,  and  to 
every  medical  gentleman  prefent,  worthy  ajffo- 
ciatn  in  the  caufe,  we  owe  this  peculiar 
bleffing,  which  row  feems  diffufed  to  al- 
moft  every  civilized  part  of  the  globe.— 
Without  prefnmption,  therefore,  we  may 
conclude,  that  it  has  been  directed  and  fup- 
ported  by  the  interpofition  of  Heavea. 

“  Gentlemen, — I  Rated  to  you,  that  the 
Small- pox  was  about  to  take  its  depat  ture 
from  {offering  humanity — Yes,  like  the 
{hades  of  night  before  the  morn,  it  has  hid 
its  abhorred  face,  and  fled  the  prefence  of 
Vaccina  1  From  the  Severn  So  the  Ganges, 
the  mild  virtues  of  the  Cow-pock  have 
been  feen,  felt,  and  acknowledged — along 
the  fhoresof  Alia,  in  the  cot  of  the  Hindoo, 
and  in  the  temple  of  the  Bramin,  it  has 
been  contemplated  with  raoture,  and  che- 
rifhed  with  adoration  l !  This  enlightened 
country,  this  glorious  ifland  (for  glorious  it 
will  be,  in  fpite  of  every  effort  of  a  proud 
and  implacable  foe),  has  given  birth  to  a 
bleffing  which  has  operated  to  the  prefer- 
vation  of  thoufands.  Happy  thought !  con¬ 
foling  reflection  !  We  are  now  affembled 
under  the  fanCtion  of  a  Monarch,  who, 
w’ith  his  royal  offspring,  have  dignified  the 
Institution  with  their  patronage;  and  wre 
have  alfo  to  boaft  of  the  fupport  of  fome  of 
the  brighteft  characters  in  the  realm.  When 
I  look  to  the  Chair,  I  fee,  with  peculiar 
fatisfaCiion,  how  our  feaft  is  ennobled  *. 

“  Gentlemen, — We  ftialL  live  to  view  a 
riflng  generation  of  beauty  and  perfection  j

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the  fon  preserved  to  his  father,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  inheriting  the  bloom  and  lovelinefs  of 
her  mother— the  tear  of  forrow  about  to  be 
wiped  away,  and  the  pang  for  premature 
death  no  longer  to  be  felt!  !  What  prof- 
pe&s  are  thefe  to  contemplate  !  What  joy 
and  confolation  ought  they  not  to  infufe  ! ! 

“  Let  us,  therefore,  Friends  and  Coun¬ 
trymen,  indulge  a  fervent  with  for  the  pre- 
fervation  of  that  life  which  has  been  inftru- 
mental  to  fuch  hlelTings ;  and  let  us  hope 
that  Time  itfelf  ihall  ceafe,  ere  the  name 
of  Jenner  be  forgotten  1  !” 

After  the  warm  and  repeated  plaudits 
which  fneceeded  began  to  fubfide,  the  Chair¬ 
man  propofed

f  Some  Chiefs  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  attended  the  prefidency  of  the  United  States 
©f  America.  They  had  heard  (as  they  exprefled  it)  “  that  the  Great  Spirit  had  gifted, 
a  white  man,  over  the  Great  Water,  with  a  power  to  prevent  the  Small  Fox.”— Eagerly 
enquiring,  and  being  informed  of  the  fatft,  they  received  the  infection  on  their  arms, 
and  carried  it  into  the  midft:  of  their  tribes.

Here  the  enthufiafm  of  the  company 
again  burft  forth,  with  acclamations  of 


every  voice  in  the  room,  till  Dr.  Bradley 
addreffed  the  company  with  an  elegantly 
condenfed  hiftory  of  the  progrefs  of  Vacr 
cine  Inoculation  ;  and  particularly  alluded 
to  the  fuccefs  of  DoCtor  de  Carro,  of  Vi¬ 
enna,  in  tranfmitting  the  Cow-pock,  by 
the  route  of  Bafforah,  to. India,  where  the 
Small-pox  had  broke  out  among  the  Gen- 
toos,  the  believers  in  Brahma,  among  whom 
nearly  nine  out  of  every  ten  perfons  fell 
victims  to  this  dreadful  difeafe.  The  Brah¬ 
mins,  who  venerate  the  Cow  as  a  facved 
animal,  received  the  Cow-pock  with  reli¬ 
gious  zeal  j  and  the  pious  Gentoos  were  thus? 
preferved  by  the  opportune  arrival  of  this 
providential  bleffing.  The  fame  means  had 
been  extended  to  Ceylon,  and  7000  lives 
,,h  id  already  been  faved  by  the  introduction 
of  the  Cow-pock. 

Dr.  Bradley’s  health  was  then  drunk  by 
the  company,  with  thanks  for  his  valuable 
remarks. 

Benjamin  Tr  avers,  efq.  one  of  the  ear- 
1  ieff  i  n  ft  i tutors  of  the  R  oy al  Jennerian  Society, 
now  propofed  the  health  of,  and  thanks  to, 

(i  Lord  Esremont,  the  noble  Chairman,” 
He  expatiated,  in  an  elegant  fpeech,  on  his 
Lorufhip’s  public  and  private  virtues  ; 
which  led  him,  although  exempted,  by  hi? 
rank  and  fortune,  from  feeling  the  wants 
of  the  poor,  to  devote  his  patronage  aqd 
purfe  to  miigate  their  mifenes,  and  to  pro¬ 
mote  their  comforts.  He  then  delivered 
a  moft  impreffive  eulogy  on  the  views  and 
the  probable  fuccefs  of  the  Jennerian  Infti- 
tution,  and  congratulated  the  company  on 
the  heartfelt  fatnfaCtion  they  would  expe¬ 
rience  in  reflecting  noon  the  millions  they 
would  prove  the  means  of  faving  by  perfe- 
vering  in  the  laudable  work  they  had  begun  j 
thus  imitating  their  great  Matter,  who  de¬ 
clared,  that  “  he  came  into  the  world,  not 
to  take  away  men’s  lives,  but  to  fave.” 

His  Lordfhip  returned  thanks  for  the  ho¬ 
nour  conferred  upon  him,  in  placing  him 
in  a  ftation  which  ought  to  have  been  filled 
by  one  of  ihe  Royal  Vice-patrons.  He  re¬ 
joiced  in  the  fuccefs  of  the  Society,  which 
he  compared  as  a  finking-fund  of  popula¬ 
tion  and  ftrength  to  the  St^te. 

Robert  Thorn  ton,  efq.  M.  P.  drank 
to  the  Vice-Presidents.  With  this  toaft 
he  united  the  Vice-Patronesses;  ob- 
ferving  that,  by  the  virtuous  union  of  the 
fexes,  fubjeCis  of  Vaccine  1  noculation  would 
ever  be  afforded  to  exercifc  the  talents  of  a 
Society,  which  would  tend  to  fave  more 
lives  than  even  the  Ioffes  by  war  would 
occafion. 

The  Earl  of  Berkeley,  as  one  of  the 
Vice-Prefident',  returned  thanks  to  the  dif- 
tinguiffied  Commoner  who  propofed  the 
toaft ;  and  hoped,  that  the  union  he  re¬ 
commended  would  ever  prove  productive 
to  the  individuals,  and  profperous  to  the 
Nation, 

Lord  Carrington,  as  one  of  the  Vice- 

Pr«* 
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Prefulents,  alfo  addreffed  the  company,  and 
paid  many  elegant  compliments  on  the  cha¬ 
racter  and  virtues  which  diftinguifhed  the 
noble  Vice-patroneftes. 

When  the  Board  of  Directors  was 
propofed  as  a  toaft  from  the  Chair,  John 
Towell  Rutt,  efq.  in  an  animated 
fpeech,  gave  an  account  of  the  formation 
and  progrefs  of  the  Society  ;  and  rejoiced  in 
the  gratification  it  afforded  them,  in  wic- 
Uefifing  its  unparalleled  utility  and  fuccefs. 

Then  followed  the  thanks  to  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Council;  to  which  Dr.  Denman  re¬ 
turned  an  appropriate  fpeech,  which  was 
followed  by  the  Chairman's  drinking  to 

u  The  Right  Hon.  the  Lord  Mayor, 
Benjamin  Travers,  efq.  and  Ju¬ 
lius  Ancerstein,  efq.” 

This  again  called  up  Mr.  Travers,  who 
expatiated  with  his  ufual  animation  on  the 
rapid  formation  of  a  Society,  which  in  fix 
months  had  acquired  thehigheft  fplendour, 
confirmed  by  the  appearance  of  one  «f  the 
molt  numerous  and  refpectable  meetings 
ever  convened  together ;  and  whofe  fub- 
lime  object,  joined  to  the  united  endeavours 
of  fo  many  illuftriops  characters,  afforded 
the  bright  profpedt  of  being  crowned  with 
fuccefs.  He  concluded  with  highly  com¬ 
plimenting  Dr.  John  Walker,  the  refi- 
dent  Phyfieian  of  the  Socieiy’s  Central 
Houfe,  who  early  united  in  the  formation 
of  the  Inftitution,  and,  before  its  eftablifh- 
ment,  had  devoted  his  time  and  attention 
to  gratuitous  Inoculation  ;  and,  after  pi  o- 
poftog  his  health,  the  Doctor  role,  and 
hinted  at  his  fuccefs  in  Bopping  the  pro¬ 
grefs  of  the  Small- nox,  which  had  broke 
out  in  the  army  and  navy  with  Geo.  Aber¬ 
crombie  in  the  Mediterranean,  as  well  as 
in  Malta,  Palermo,  and  Egypt;  which  he 
effected  by  means  of  the  Cow-pock. 

The  Chairman  next  propofed  “the  health 
of  Dr.  Will  i  am  VS  oodville,  and  thereit 
of  the  friends  of  the  Cow  -  po<-  k  (for  the  ex¬ 
termination  of  the  S. nall-pox)  in  every 
part  of  the  Wot  Id.” 

This  called  up  Dr.  Lett  sow  ;  who  in¬ 
formed  the  company,  that  Dr.  Woodville 
had  juft  left  the  room  ;  and,  in  his  absence, 
he  wou’d  <  ;ffer  fi>me  remarks  upon  the 
Dodfo  ’s  d  Bingtnlhed  and  independent  con  • 
duct.  In  confequence  of  being  at  the  head 
of  the  Hofpital  for  the  Small-pox  and  ino¬ 
culation,  his  experience  was  deemed  fo  fu- 
perior  t  >  every  other  medical  practitioner, 
as  to  induce  the  firtt  profeffional  men  to 
call  him  into  confultatiOn  upon  every  diffi¬ 
cult  anti  important  cafe,  as  being  decidedly 
the  mod  competent  to  the  fubject.  He  had, 
neverthelefs,  as  foon  as  the  Cow- pock  was 
promulgated  by  Dr.  Jenner,  embraced  the 
difcovery,  and  encouraged  it  in  his  public 
and  private  capacity  ;  .md  had  probably 
inoculated  more  perfons  with  it,  m  confe¬ 
rence  of  his  public  fituation,  tb-an  any 


other  individual,  Dr.  Jenner  excepted ; 
and  had  thus,  with  great  difintereftednefs, 
facrificed  the  extenfive  profpects  of  private 
emolument  to  public  good.  At  this  time, 
of  the  multitude  who  applied  to  him  at  the 
Small-pox  hofpital,  only  two  patients  weie 
in  the  Hofpital  under  the  Small-pox,  and 
not  one  for  feveral  weeks  previoufiy  ; 
which  might  be  afcribed  to  his  fuccefsfol 
exertions  in  promoting  the  Cow- pock. 
Among  other  friends  to  Vaccine  Inocula¬ 
tion,  Dr.  Lettfnm  could  not  pafs  by  Dr. 
De  Carro,  of  Vienna,  who  had  forwarded 
the  Cow-pock  to  India;  and  particularly 
to  Dr.  Watei  houfe  *,  the  Jenner  of  Ame¬ 
rica,  who  firll  introduced  it  into  that  He- 
mifphere.  He  concluded  this  animated  ad* 
diets  with  an  eulogy  to  the  Faculty,  who 
had  almof!  unanimoufiy  united  their  endea¬ 
vours  to  exterminate  the  Small- pox,  one 
of  the  tnoft  lucrative  fonrces  of  emolument; 
and  elucidated  this  independent  conduit  by 
remarking  that,  as  about  3000  perfons  had 
died  annually  in  London  by  the  Small-pox, 
it  might  he  calculated  that  30,000  perfons 
mult  have  been  attacked  with  this  difeaf e; 
and  admitting  that  each  might  devote  for 
medical  aid  only  three  guineas,  the  fum  of 
90,000  guineas  would  thus  be  facrificed  by 
the  Faculty  at  the  altar  of  public  good.  He 
apologized,  as  a  profelfiona!  man,  for  of¬ 
fering  fucli  an  eulogy  for  an  unparalleled 
difintereftednefs  ;  but  he  trufted  that  his 
period  of  life  would  exempt  him  from  any 
cenfure  on  this  ground. 

Toward  the  clofe  of  the  evening,  Lord 
Egremont  withdrew;  and  Dr.  Jenner,  who 
fat  at  his  right  hand  during  the  day,  ac¬ 
cepted  the  Chair*  and  preferved  to  a  lata 
hour  rational  conviviality,  chaftentd  and 
refined  by  the  fublime  fentiment  of  refcn- 
ing  from  the  grave  more  human  beings  than, 
ever  was  even  fuggelted  by  the  warmsffc: 
imagination  could  poffibiy  refult,  from  the 
inftitution  of  any  other  Society,  in  the  re¬ 
cords  of  hiftory  or  time  j  a  fentiment  ren¬ 
dered  Hill  more  highly  gratifying  by  the 
prefence  in  the  Chair,  on  the  prefent  auf- 
picioiis  occafion,  of  that  man,  without 
whofe  difcovery  the  Society  would  not 
have  exifted  ;  and  by  which,  millions  of 
fifing  generations,  upon  whom  the  future 
mult  necefifarily  depend,  are  faved  to  en¬ 
rich  the  State,  to  implore  bleflings  on  the 
D  fcoverer,  no  lefs  diftinguifhed  for  hie 


*  Dr.  Jenner  fent  tp  Dr.  Waterhoufe  a

the  modefty  and  humility  \vith  which  he 
has  received  the  applaufe  and  gratitude  of 
an  admiring  World;  and  which  cannot  but 
jnfpire  every  virtuous  heart  with  pious  ado¬ 


ration  of  that  Supreme  Power,  which  bath 
vouchfafed  in  mercy  to  difpenfe  the  means 
of  preferving  mankind  from  the  mod  mor¬ 
tal  difeafe  that  ever  vifued  the  children  of 
men.
